Berlin, Feb. 17 ( AP > —Protected 
by fifty pastors we aping black robes, 
the Rev. Mr. Jacoby, who i> under 
fire because he is a quarter-Jew , de­ 
fied N an threats Sunday night and 
preached his scheduled sermon in 
Kaiser W ilhelm M emorial church, 
one of Be rlin's largest. 
Pastors of all Confr ional Synod 
c h u rch 's (the Confessional Synod is 
opposing the Nazi church regime) 
lined up en either side of th e pulpit 
as the sermon was delivered. 
An 
extra police cordon stood outside of 
the jam m ed church. 
Pastor Jacoby com pleted his ser­ 
mon with the statem ent: “If God 
be for us, who can be against us?" 
Despite the fact th at tho official 
ban against his preaching had been 
lifted Pastor Jacoby received threats 
from Nazi organizations th a t if he 


attem pted to speak again it would be 
regarded as a political act. 
H am K erri, 
Nazi 
m inister for 
church affairs, was understood to 
have been am ong tlio.se who tent 
word to Pastor Jacoby not to occupy 
his pulpit again.
